Mr, Jenkin, who had conducted a very ; 


searching crosscxamination, of Sergt. 
Snare during the morning, opened his 
case, for the defence in’ the afternoon.

were held in the highest eateem ond, it 
was not: without considerable thought 


that a mémber of the Bar would make 


such an atthck. In making such ‘sug- 
gestions it was no part of his duty. to 
try and get people out of the clutches of 
the police by:maligning them, bit in con- 
sideration of the genera} facts he asked 
tho Jury to phare his views on tho 
matters In support of hia contentions 
Jenkin quoted from Taylor. (vol,1) con- 
cerning the ‘testimonies of .the po 
officers beginning: ‘“ With respect + 
policemen, constables and those employed 
on the suppression of crime their testi- 
monies against prisoners should usually 
be watched with great care.’ He read 
the quotation becaiisé he wanted the.Jury 
to appreciate the point of view that he 
token up. It. did not follow that every 
word which camo out.of the mouth of a 
poticeman was ‘the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth? Mr. 
Jenkin then went on to say-that Sorgt, 
Snare had: deliberately tried to make a 
better case out of what was already a good 
case, ' “ 

In ‘deseribing the facts of the case for 
the defence Mr. Jenkin snid that at 5 
o'clock or 5.30 aiclock, which was before 
daylight, a man accompanied by @ brace 
o£ coolies .enme on beard and said he 
wanted three bags taken to a junk in the 
harbour, .
